Heavy Bombing 
Believed Cause 


Of Marked Lull 


By WILLIAM F., FRYE. 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—(). 
The blasting of German industrial 
areas by Allied bombers in re- 
peated assaults from British bases 
may already have wrecked Axis 
plans for a great summer offen- 
sive in Russia, Secretary of War 
Stimson suggested today. 


Reporting that recent raids by 
both British and American bomb- 
ers against German targets had 
been met by strong forces of 
enemy fighters, Stimson told a 
press conference this indicated 
Germany had fouhd it necessary 
to concentrate much of her fighter 
plane strength to protect industrial 
and military installations on the 
home front. 

“It is probable,” he said, “that 
many of these planes were with- 
drawn from the eastern front, 
which may be one reason why 
Germany has not yet launched a 
summer offensive in Russia.” 

- The lull on the Russian front 
was described by the secretary as 
“extraordinary” in view of the 
fact that the weather for several 
weeks has favored major military 


‘operations, and the Axis has more 


than 200 divisions there. 

Another possible explanation 
for the delay of the long-expected 
Axis drive against the Red Army 
was seen in Stimson’s report that 
Germany has shifted 10 or 12 ad- 
ditional divisions into France, and 
has sent several divisions to Italy. 

Stimson’s statements supported 
a growing belief in some quarters 
that the German offensive against 
Russia has now been abandoned. 
Some observers see in this a tacit 
admission by the German high 
command that an Axis victory is 
no longer a possibility, that Ger- 
man strength must be saved to 
fight off Allied attacks, and that 
the best the Axis can hope for 
now is to drag out a defensive war 
so long that the Allies will be- 
come wearied and agree to a ne- 
gotiated peace rather than uncon- 
ditional surrender.

WASHINGTON, June 24.—(AP)—The bomb-harried Axis 
got more bad news today. General H. H. Arnold, commanding 
general of the Army Air Forces, disclosed that airplane pro- 
duction in the year beginning July 1 is expected to reach 


115,000. 
Testifying before the House‘ 


Civil Service Committee, General 
Arnold boosted by 15,000 earlier 
War wepartment estimates that 
100,000 planes will be produced 
in that year. 

Even so, the new estimate falls 
10,000 planes short of the original 
objective of 125,000 for the year 
as disclosed last month during 
hearings before the House Appro- 
priations Committee on the 
Army’s 1944 supply bill. The re- 
vision, Army officials explained 
then, was caused by changes in 
design and concentration on 
heavier types of craft—in short, 
on more big bombers. 

Spare Parts Included. 

The huge acquisition of aircraft, 
General Arnold told the civil serv- 
ice group during questioning on 
personnel problems in the War 


Department, will be accomplished 
with approximately $36,000,000,- 
000 provided for the Air Forces 
in the Army supply bill already 
passed by the house. 

That sum, he explained, in- 
cludes the acquisition of spare 
engines, parts and other equip- 
ment necessary to keep the planes 
flying. 

“There is no question in my 

ind,” he added, “as to the ulti- 

hate accomplishment of this vi- 

1 mission’ with which we are 
charged—the defeat of the Axis 


through application of air power. 
It will be accomplished and ac-

More Civilians. 


The “civilian personnel army” 
used in field operations, he told 
the con.mittee, must be increased 
by 56,000 employes to a total of 
386,000 during the year. 

Today, he declared, there are 
over 2,000,000 officers and men in 
the Army Air Forces, or 42 times 
more than there were three years 
ago. 

By the end of June, 1944, the 
Army Air Forces will number 
more than 3,000,000, Lieutenant 
General Joseph T. McNarney, 
deputy chief of staff, had told 
the Appropriations Committee 
earlier. 

At the time General McNarney 
testified, the airplane production 
objective for this year was “ap- 
proximately 100,000” craft, in- 
cluding 36,000 bombers, 38,000

U. S. Casualties 
For Army, Navy 
Total 90,860 


WASHINGTON, June 24.—(#)— 
With a warning by Secretary of 
War Stimson that heavier losses 


lie ahead, the War and Navy De-) 


partments today announced a to- 
tal of 90,860 war casualties to 
date. 

Secretary Stimson said future 
military operations are likely to 
involve much greater numbers of 
troops and that correspondingly 
heavier losses should be expected. 

“It is certain,” he stated, “that 
in practically all theaters of war 
in which our troops have been en- 
gaged, the enemy’s losses have 
been much greater than our own. 

He gave the Army’s total cas- 
ualties as 63,958, including 7,528 
men killed in action or died of 
wounds, 17,128 wounded, 22,687 
missing, and 16,615 officially re- 
ported taken prisoner. 

The Navy’s latest casualty list 
today said Navy, Marine Corps, 
and Coast Guard losses were 26.,- 
902 in all to date, comprised of 
7,604 dead, 4,732 wounded, and 
11.010 missing and '3,556 prisoners 
of war, 

Secretary Stimson said the Phil- 
ippines campaign accounted for a 
total of 31,610 casualties and de- 
scribed it as the most costly thus 
far in casualties for the present 
war. This figure includes losses 
to the Philippine scouts but not 
the Philippines constabulary or 
the commonwealth army. 

He said the Philippine figures 
probably include some _ duplica- 
tions and that many listed as 
wounded may be included also 
among the missing and the pris- 


oners, and many of those listed | 


now as missing may actually have 
heen killed or wounded in the fi- 
nal days of the struggles on Ba- 
taan and Corregidor when cas- 
ualty reports failed to come in. 

He supplied these total figures 
for Army casualties in the vari- 
ous other theaters: 

Asiatic, 291; Central Pacific, 
741; European, 2,890; Latin Amer- 
ican, 37; Middle East, 462; North 
Africa, 18,738; North American, 
2,324; South Pacific, 2,023; South- 
west Pacific, 4,842.

Morgenthau Hints 
Of Invasion in 1943 


WASHINGTON, June 24.— 


(AP)—A new hint that Europe 


will be invaded this year came today from Secretary of the 


Treasury Morgenthau. 


The Treasury head, in addressing a letter to war bond 
salesmen for a major campaign to start September 9, said: 


“During the coming months wet 


are going to be faced with a few 
new hurdles (in selling bonds), 
but I believe they are chiefly 
temporary, and I think they w | 
be offset by the enthusiasm that 
will come with the invasion of 
Europe.” 

No elaboration of this remark 
was available, but it appeared that 
invasion must be close, in Mor- 
genthau’s mind, since he was talk- 
ing about an event he thought 
would stimulate sales activities in 
September. 

The secretary failed to disclose 
the goal of the September cam- 
paign, but said it would be larger 
than the April campaign when the 
objective was $13,500,000,000. 

He conceded that one obstacle 
in bond selling may be the be- 
ginning of the 20 per cent with- 
holding tax, but he said expe- 


rienced bond sellers believed that 
in this case “its bark may prove 
to be worse than its bite.” 

He also mentioned the possi- 
bility of additional taxes, as an- 
other obstacle which he did not 


the forthcoming campaign. 

At the same time, Morgenthau 
made public a letter from Pres- 
ident Roosevelt urging the public 
to go over the 10 per cent quota 
in buying bonds through pay-roll 
deduction schemes. 

The President wrote Morgen- 


to congratulate the people on the 
way they have supported the pay- 
roll savings plan, but added: 

“I join you in calling upon the 
American people—and upon labor 
and management particularly—to 
do still more .. .”

To Represent Us? 
Roane Waring, national commander of the 
_ American Legion, has lodged a formal protest 
with Paul V. McNutt, head of the Man-Power 
- Commission, against a plan, already under way, 
which contains tragic danger for America in 


the post-war world. 

Briefly, the plan which Waring protests ls 
ene to use conscientious objectors, men who 
have refused to fight for their nation in its 
hour of darkest peril, as administrators, dis- 
tributors and executives of the Lehman For- 
eign Relief and Rehabilitation staff. 

This organization, headed. by former Gov- 
ernor Lehman, of New York, is charged with 
the distribution of food and other necessities 
to the populations of European countries now 
under the heel of Nazi conquest, after they 
have been freed. 

The use of conscientious objectors in such 
capacity means, simply, that they will be the 
representatives of the United States in closest 
contact with Europe’s populations at a time 
when those newly freed peoples will be most 
susceptible to American friendship and in- 
fluence. 

Is America. thereby, to be represented to 
the peoples of ravaged Europe as a nation of 
fanatics who refused to fight, either for the 
oppressed or for their own skins? 

That the danger is immediate is proven 
by the fact that already a score or more of 
these “conchies” are receiving special education 
in the duties of Lehman relief administrators 
in several eastern universities. It is claimed 


that pacifist groups are paying all the expenses 
of these. their fellow fanatics, for what they 


dub a “humanitarian expeditionary force.” 

One irritating aspect of the scheme, pointed 
cut by Commander Waring, is that under it 
men who wouldn't fight for their country are 
given pleasant jobs and privileges denied to 
the American soldiers who are bearing all the 
weight of battle and who are risking their lives 
to save all of us—including those same “con- 
chies.” 

It is stated that this use of conscientious 
obiectors was first suggested by Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt. If so, it is apparently one more of 
instances in which the first lady has 
liberalism to override

Every American fighting man, every veteran 
of former wars, every citizen who holds in his 
heart a patriot’s admiration for the men and 
women of past generations who gave their

Bonds in Uniform 

During the month of May men and women 
wearing the Army uniform purchased $22,- 
367,516.25 of War Bonds and Stamps. This set 
an all-time high record since the system of 
authorized pay roll deductions for bonds was 
instituted in the Army a little more than a 
year ago. 

Sales of bonds to Army personnel] are on 
the increase. The total for May was more than 
$5,000,000 greater than that of April. 

Included in those who bought the bonds 
are members of the WAAC and of the Army 
Nurse Corps. In fact the women in uniform 
set records that other units will find it difficult 
to top. At one WAAC training center in the 
south a record of 100 per cen‘ participation was 
achieved while two others are shown as 99 per 
cent. Of 8,000 WAAC trainees at one center, 
1,500 agreed to buy one bond each month and 
the average pay roll dedtiction for this purpose, 
including all, is $7.50 per month. 

One factor which has tended 
such Army bond purchases of recent months is 
a change in the system of issuing the bonds, 
The response to the plan has been far greater 
than anticipated, the end of the first year 
seeing three and a half times as many as the 
estimated number of deductions originally 
made. Equipment for issuance of the bonds 
was therefore inadequate and the Finance De- 
partment got badly in arrears. Now, however, 
under a new system, bonds are issued. within 
15 days after the end of each month for which 
completion of payment is made and the finance 
department is rapidly catching up with de- 
liveries delayed under the old system. 

It is but natural as they see the bonds being 
issued promptly, that the men and women of 
the Army should be more inclined to this form 
of saving and additional contribution to the 
war effort. 

It may truly -be said that the men and 
women in the Army uniform are eagerly putting 
all their spare funds into uniform too, in the 
form of War Bonds.

ROMRS OVER GERMANY My mind goes back te a room in 
the Piedmont hospital and a 


‘hed with Captain Fddie Rickenbacker in it when I read of how 
the air power of the United States and of England is blasting the 
German Reich. e 
Eddie Rickenbacker had been pulled out of the wreck of a plane 
near Atlanta and had made a miraculous re- 
covery and was able to talk. 

I was visiting with him, eating some of the 
fruit sent in by friends, and discussing the war. 

“The way to defeat Germany is to bom»s. 
her cities,” said Rickenbacker. “The German 
mind cannot long endure the destruction of 
property. The sight of property being de- 
stroyed breaks his morale. I know. I have 
got some of that German in me. I know what 
I'm talking about. I know the people.” said the 
man who, in World War I, shot down 25 Ger- 
man planes. 

I think of that each time I read of how our 
planes have blasted the great industrial cities 
of the Ruhr. The German citizen, seeing fac- 
tories destroyed, valuable machinery ruined, 
homes, streets, buildings blasted into rubble, 
cannot long maintain high-grade morale if the 
experts have read the German mind correctly. 

Thousands of Germans have been removed from that area. 
They are talking in the sections where they have been sent. 

We know they have been most effective. 

The damage to the industrial section is, without doubt, tre- 


mendous. Production is being slowed, 
If we accept air power in its

modern concept, then we, must 


admit that this attack on Germany, day by day and night by night, 
IS a second front in Europe. 

One attack does more damage than would be done by 500,000 
men flung against the ramparts of the French coast. . ; 

This attack has done more than that. It has held up the more 
than 200 divisions on the Russian front. They were there while 
the Battle of Africa was being waged. The German defeat in that 
battle did not change the Russian front. 

That has been changed by the air attacks. 

Hitler cannot begin a full-size attack against Russia. 

Let us say he has not and ask why. 

An attack along the vast stretches of the Russian front invoives 
an unbelievable amount of material. More material has been made 
for this war than for all the other wars of history combined. The 
imagination simply cannot take in the vast amounts of planes, 
guns, tanks and ammunition used up in every engagement. 

One of these 24-hour raids uses enough gasoline to meet the 
average demands of the state of Georgia for about six months. 
Those big bombers have insatiable thirsts. 

Hitler has used an amount of equipment, oil and gasotine on 
the Russian front which would total so gigantic a figure that the 
mind would not believe it. 

So, as this summer came, he was ready to attack again Rit 
his factories began to go. He has hundreds of others. But as this 
town was pulverized and another followed in its dusty, shattered 
wake, he began to hesitate. 

He had to have enough to meet the invasion. 

He could not keep two fronts going. 

So, he pulled in his attack against Russia and went on the de- 
fensive on all fronts. 

Russia could make almost any sort of peace she wants at this 
time. But there isn’t much likelihood she will. She will go on, 
and when Russia enters Germany then we will see some things 
which will not be pleasant.

Soldiers Give Up Freedom For 


The Duration, For They Know 
Victory Will Restore It 


By ROBERT QUILLEN 


When a high union official was asked why workers in certain 
industries deliberately kill time and work slowly to limit produce 
tion, he answered frankly: “They are afraid to do anything else. 
It took many years of hard and bitter fighting to win the rights 
we have now, and we never could have won them without Roose- 
velt’s help. Jobs won't be so plentiful after this war is over, and 
if we give up our rights now, we'll never get them back. We'll 
be helpless.” 

When the organized milk wagon drivers of New York were 
asked to help save gasoline and rubber, they unanimously voted to 
refuse. They were asked to make deliveries every other day instead 
of daily, which meant carrying a double load the day they went out. 

Their only reason for refusal was voiced by their union leader: 
“If we carry a double load now, they’ll expect us to keep on doing 
it. They'll make one driver do the work of two from now on. And 
we've got to protect the jobs of our absent members while they are 
fighting over there. If we give up the arrangement we've got now, 
we'll never get it back.” , 

To ordinary people, who understand the nation’s peril, and are 
not a part of organized labor, all of this seems plain disloyalty and 
sabotage. It seems incredible to them that sane and decent Amer- 
icans, whose sons and brothers are at the front, should deliberately 
slow up production and refuse to co-operate in any matter ese 
sential to our victory. They can’t understand such an attitude, 
and they are enraged by it. 

But labor’s side of the story makes sense. As Finland would like 
to be on our side, but cannot forget its ancient and justified fear 
of Russia, so the workers—those who understand—would gladly 
do their utmost to help win the war, but are afraid to give up one 
particle of their present advantage. They remember old wrongs. 

Their rules were made to provide jobs for more men when jobs 
were scarce, and they know jobs will be scarce again. They are 
caught in the middle. As they see it, they must disregard their 
country's appeal now or sacrifice their own security forever. (Of 
course this does not apply to all organized workers, but only to 
the groups that are slowing production.) 

Is there no solution? Even to state the problem is to suggest 
the means of solving it. 

Let congress make a law providing that “all just and reasonable 
rights” surrendered by workers for the sake of winning the war 
shall be restored and protected when the war is over. With that 
safeguard, every honest patriot should feel free to surrender every 
rule that delays or endangers victory.

Pulp 


NEW YORK, June 24.—(#)— 
The American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association today urged 
all newspapers to encourage farm 
production of pulpwood in order 
to stretch out the limited supplies 
of the material from which paper 
and other war products are made. 

“Unless the stock pile of pulp- 
wood is materially increased 
promptly,” a Jetter to daily news- 
papers said, “you, as a consumer 
of newsprint, will face a situation 
seriously endangering the supply 
of newsprint for your newspaper. 

“The demand created by the 
magnitude of our war effort is no 
respecter of the character of pulp 
consumed with the result that a 
depleted stock pile is jeopardizing 
the use of pulpwood for civilian 
and commercial purposes. 

“Pulpwood which normally goes 
into the manufacture of newsprint 
is now, and will be in greater 
quantities, diverted to war pur- 
poses because of the lack of other 
kinds of pulp.” 

The letter was signed by the 
ANPA’s newspaper pulpwood 
committee, of which Walter M. 
Dear, of the Jersey City (N. J.) 
Journal, is chairman. 

The committee cited this recent 
summarization of the possibilities 
of additional pulpwood production, 
by Donald M. Nelson, chairman of 
the War Production Board: 

“If every one of the more than 
3,800,000 farmers in the 27 pulp- 
wood producing states were to de- 
vote three extra days in 1943 to 
cutting pulpwood, we could. over- 
come the threatened 2,500,000 cord 
shortage with wood to spare.” 

“We know that newspaper ad- 
vertising figuratively can move 
mountains and we are sanguine 
that our faith will be justified,” 
the committee said in urging a 
paid advertising campaign in the 
weeklies and dailies of the pulp- 
wood areas aimed at achievement 
of the goal Nelson outlined.

Mrs. James N. Brawner, 
a past president of the» aux- 
iliary, had an idea for an inten- 
sive community-wide program 
of health education, with em- 
phasis on wartime health prob- 
lems. Then Mrs. Greene heard 
that the Civitan Club of West 
End had established a blood- 
typing project which was per- 
forming an excellent, though 
limited, service.

A. Smith had still another idea. 
She heard a lot about the 
dearth of office help among 
doctors and how they wasted 
much valuable time hiring and 
training new girls as recep- 
tionists, typers, bookkeepers, 
tc. Why wouldn’t a service 
supplying these workers, al- 
ready trained, prove a valuable 
aid to Atlanta doctors? 


Gradually the picture began 
to fit together in pieces just

HYDE PARK, Wednesday.—The two little girls who are staying 
with me manage to put in the most exciting days and find and 
create all their own eXcitement. They were up before amyone else 
this morning, and when I came downstairs at 
7 o'clock, they had already laid the breakfast 
table. They danced around, hid behind the 
door, waited for the maid to appear and regis- 
ter the proper amount of surprise at having the 
elves or the pixies or the gremlins help her out. 

There is a grown-up’s birthday celebration 
today and, before breakfast, one of the little 
girls had picked a vase full of flowers and put 
it before her place at the table. The other 
searched around and found an enormous box, 
in which she placed a corsage she had picked 
and made up herself. On the whole, they have Bees ae 
very few of the gremlin’s destructive attri- == s==eraneaes 
butes, though I have had one or two moments when I thought these 
were also going to appear. 

In common with most of the rest of the world, I am experi- 
encing some of the difficulties which come when there is more 
work to do than there are hands to do it.

I have had another communication from “Just a Reader,” who 
agrees with one of my former correspondents, that it is outrageous 
for women in business to fill out questionnaires which require them 
to state their age.

They are able to make a 
real contribution and this contribution is lost if this foolish habit 
of thinking that everybody over 30 is on the downward grade be- 
comes fixed in the employers’ minds.

Now that the canning season is swinging into high gear, more 

and more housewives are scratching around trying to locate pressure 

—= cookers so that they can put up can after can of 
their prize.victory garden produce. 

Manufacturers who used to put out pressure 
cookers, though, have, like many‘ others, converted 
their plants for the manufacture of war goods, wit 
the result that pressure cookers are at a premium. 

Of the 150,000 pressure cookers available to the 
entire United States, 150 were allocated to Fulton 

county. All of these have already been parcelled out, Glenn Francis, 
county administrative officer of AAA, announced yesterday, and 
he was extremely doubtful that any more would be available this 
year. “There is a slight possibility that this county will get a tew 
more, though,” he said. 


Hundreds of Applicants 


Seeking Pressure Cookers 

Hundreds of applications were filed at the Fulton county court- 
house for these 150 cookers, Francis continued. In deciding who 
would get them and who wouldn’t called for determining just how 
much each applicant would use a cooker if he got it. 

“Canning clubs and other similar organizations were given first 
consideration,” Francis said, “and no pressure cooker was issued 
to any applicant where the cooker would be used by less than five 
families.” 

An Atlanta housewife called the Ration Counter yesterday, 
hoping that she would be able to get a pressure cooker, but since 
she called too late to be considered for one of the 150, she asked 
if she could file her application now in case Fulton county got a 
few more later on in the summer. 

“Yes,” Francis told her, “applications are still being accepted, 
although there are few hopes for the applicants that cookers will 
be available to fill the requests.” 


Special Stamp Available 
For Returning Unused Shoes , 


Consumers returning unused shoes to a store should get a 
special shoe stamp with their refund slip, instead of a loose num- 
ber 18 stamp, it was announced yesterday by Stanley H. Sokol, 
commodity specialist of the Atlanta OPA district office. 


Special shoe stamps, which dealers may obtain at their local 
rationing boards in sheets of 25, must now be used 
for all refund purposes, Sokol said. 

Régulations require a shoe dealer to issue one 
of these-special stamps to a consumer returning 
unused shoes, and prohibit any dealer from ac- 
cepting a loose number 18 stamp attached: to a 
refund slip issued by another store. 

The special shoe stamp is not transferable 
and is valid for 30 days from date of issuance. 
Consumers must present their ration book num- 
ber 1 with the stamp when they make a pur- 
chase, since the dealer is required to check the number on the 
stamp with the number on the ration book and see that they corre- 
spond. ‘ 
Sokol also pointed out that if a number 18 stamp 1s torrf out 
of ration book number 1, the owner will have to make application 
to his rationing board for replacement of the entire book. 


Six More Shopping Days 
Before Red Stamps Expire 


Six more shopping days are now left before red stamps K, L, 
M and N for meat rationing expire. 

OPA yesterday urged housewives to do their red stamp shopping 
early and avoid the rush. “If everyone will remember not to wait 
until Thursday to spend their stamps,” one official pointed out, 
“the customers will find a greater variety of items on their grocers’ 
shelves to choose from, and at the same time will not be bothered 
with as much delay and inconvenience.” 

OPA also reminded housewivés that any ration coupons which 
expire unusued should immediately be torn out of the ration book 
and destroyed.

NEW YORK, June 24.—(?)— 
Men and women are turning to 
newspaper editorial pages in “sur- 
prisingly large numbers,” James 
R. McLauchlen, of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion, said: here today, adding that 
“the war has sharpened the read- 
ers’ appetites for all news.” 

McLauchlen, of the bureau of 


advertising of the ANPA, told the 
advertising group of the Special 
Libraries Association’s convention 
that newspaper readers now pay 
less attention to frivolous and un- 
important news and more to in- 
ternational and national affairs. 

Reading of editorials has been 
stepped up more than 75 per cent 
among men, and more than 50 per 
cent among women, he said. 

“The most striking evidence of 
the new interest” is in the adver- 
tising columns, McLauchlen de- 
clared. He said the new type of 
institutional and inspirational ad- 
vertising relating to the war ef- 
fort was more widely read than 
the best product-selling advertis- 
ing. 

Declaring that 37,900,000 fami- 
lies in the United States and Can- 
ada were buying newspapers at 
the close of 1942, McLauchlen said 
that $1,750,000 is spent daily for 
their purchase, more ther. twice 
the amount spent for magazines, 
and three times the total spent for 
books. | 
McLauchlen lauded the role of | 
the press in the scrap metal drive | 
and in the educational campaign 
accompanying rationing.
